THE  violation  of  private  charafter 
and  feelings,  would  not  be  tolerated  by 
mankind,  even  though  (haltered  by  the 
fuperior  name*  of  thofe  who  are  emitien 
in  worth,  and  exalted  in  intellect.  But 
when  a beardlefs  (tripling,  with  nothing 
to  diftinguifh  him  from  the  common  herd 
of  his  Ipecies,  but  an  inordinate  (hare  ol 
conceit  and  a fupetfiuity  of  vanity,  ven

The  gentleman,  who,  in  our  au- 
thor’s firft  epiflle,  is  the  fubjefl  of  his 
unprovoked  and  ftinglefs  malice,  is  a ci- 
tizen of  long  (landing  in  the  county  of 
Fayette,  has  an  amiable  and  growing  fa- 
mily, is  generally  known  and  refpcdlcd 
for  his  prokity  and  talents — for  honefty, 
diligence  and  (kill  in  an  honorable  pro- 
feffion — and  his  unaffedled  manners  and 
(leady  patriotifm,  unaided  by  the  arts 
generally  put  in  pra&ife,  for  obtaining 
popularity,  have  frequently  fecured  for 
him  the  fuffrages,  and  always  the  efteem 
of  his  fellow-citizens  at  large.  His 
reading  in  civil  and  ceded aftical  hiftory, 
and  various  other  departments  of  litera- 
ture, is  pronounced  by  good  judges,  to 
be  choice  and  extenfive.  In  his  own

After  what  we  have  faid  to  eedeavor 
to  difprove  the  writers  affertionk,  would 
be  an  infult  on  the  underllanding  of  th« 
public,  it  would  be  trifling  with  the 
common  fenfe  of  mankind.  Such  a fe- 
ries  of  deliberate  abufe,  falfchood  fo  fla- 
grantly notorious,  have  leldoro  difgraced 
even  the  produAions  ofCobbet,  however 
licentious.  The  author,  by  way  of  epi- 
fodc,  in  another  part  of  his  letter  afl'erts, 
that  “ my  lord  Coke  and  judge  Holt,  had 
“ minds  entirely  legal,”  that  “ they 
“ were  without  any  of  the  einbellHh- 
ments  ®t  clalffcal  elegance,  or  literary 
“ acquirement.”  Such  an  affection 
from  a boy,  would  conquer  the  gravity 
of  a lord  chief  Juftice  ; it  would  provoke 
an  Heraclitus  to  laughter,  and  make  an 
Archbilliop  titter  if  lie  thought  of  it,  in 
the  midft  of  a (c-rmon.  'To  endeavour 
'erioufly  to  convince  the  world,  that 
" lord  Coke  and  judge  Holt  we-c  not  unac- 
quainted with  clafftcal  literature,  in  an 
age  wh?n  the  ftudy  of  the  ancients  was 
the  only  avenue  to  any  kind  of  literary 
fame,  would  be  trifling  w ith  th-  under- 
ilandings  of  men  ; it  would  not  only  be 
a ufelefs  wade  of  time,  but  would  place 
us  on  the  fame  level,  and  make  us  appear 
equally  ridiculous  with  the  author  of  the 
iffertion.  The  charaAcrs  oflord  Coke 
and  Holt,  have  been  long  and  juftly  held 
in  admiration.  It  is  moll  apparent  that 
he  is  (hamefully  ignorant  of  their  bio- 
graphy, from  the  obltr  uions  he  lias 
dropt  with  regard  to  their  learning. 
How  much  better  would  it  have  been 
lor  a fupeificial  1 yro  like  him  to  have, 
employed  his  mornings  in  (ludying  the 
writings,  and  his  evening!  in  contem- 
plating the  lives  of  thofe  great  men,  than 
attempting  to  delineate  contemporary 
charaAers,  fo  far  fuperior  in  every  re- 
fpt  A , to  his  own.  He  fhould  -read  be- 
fore he  writes.  There  are  already  more 
legal  charaAers  publiflud  than  he  or  his 
coriei'potfdent  are  ever  likely  to  pemfe. 
It  is  not  probable  that  lord  Coke,  or 
Holt  fpent  their  time  in  writing  (illy 
deferiptions  of  the  perfons  and  complex- 
ions of  the  barrifters  who  (ludied  at  YVrft- 
minftcr-Hall  in  their  day,  but  in  the  more 
ufeful  purfuit  of  found,  legal,  £c  extenfive 
liiftorical  information.  Should  he  ever  be 
tiled  with  a return  of  good  common  lYufe 
and  refir-Aion,  he  will  bluffi  at  the  folly 
and  vanity  which  has  blown  him  up,  like 
a bubble,  above  his  natural  level,  and  he 
will  perceive,  that  what  he  now  conliders 
as  genius,  originality  and  learning,  are 
little  el le  but  vanity,  impertinence  and 
ifFcAation.  If  he  were  dripped  of 
thefe,  he  would  be  nothing  but  “ A Reed 
“ shaken  by  tbe  Wind.  ”

If  we  iniftake  not,  he  would  have  been 
more  juft  in  the  expreflion  of  his  fcnti- 
ments  and  feelings,  had  he  attributed 
the  fuppreffion  of  his  own  name,  to  this 
’very  rational  dread  : for,  after  perming 
with  attention,  his  Angular  pair  ofepif- 
ties,  we  are  unwilling  to  admit  that  any 
womanifh  weaknefs  or  peurile  emotion 
ot  false  modefty,  could  have  prevented 
him  from  giatifying  the  public  in  this  cu- 
rious particular.  Befidcs,  44  from  his 
“ having  attended  the  courts,  and  had 
“ an  opportunity  of  feeing  and  knowing 
“ the  talents  which  he  critieifcs,”  he 
has  proved  fo  remarkably  and  laborioul- 
ly  minute  in  defcribing  the  very  dimen- 
lions  of  the  body,  the  very  turn  and  po- 
fition  of  the  head,  the  very  fqueakixg  of 
the  voice,  and,  I had  almoit  laid,  the 
very  colour  of  the  nol'e,*  that  he  mull 
have  intended  fmnethmg  more  than 
the  nacre  ainufement  of  a folitary  indi- 
vidual ; he  mulf  have  meant,  that  hi? 
allulions  fhould  be  underllood  by  a great- 
er number  of  perfons  than  his  friend  the 
lawyer,  and  his  friend  the  letter  writer. 

It  is,  therefore,  1‘ufRciently  obvious,  and 
but  jufticc  to  remark,  that  in  the  fuppref- 
fion of  his  own  name,  he  has  instinc- 
tively difplaycd  a real  example  of  ration- 
al forbearance.  He  proceeds  in  the 
commencement  of  the  epiftle  before  us, 
to  congratulate  his  “■  dear  friend”  ar.d 
himfelf,  on  the  ftyle  and  elegance  of 
their  epiftolary  cotnpolitions.  “ Men  of 
“ letters,”  he  remarks,  “ have  too  of 
“ ten  found  it  difficult  to  fioop  or  af- 
“ cend,”  (for  he  appears  never  to  have 
examined  the  hauteur)  “ to  the  fa  mil 
*•  ty  of  the  epiftolary  ftyle.”  “ Popr 
“ wrote  long  before  he  wrote  in  the 
“ true  fpirit  of  familiar  compolicion,  and 
“ Bolingbroke  had  too  much  of  the  fiow- 
•'  ing  Ciceronian  manner  “ Swift 
“ alone  wrote  with  native  eafe  of  die 
“ tion,”  and  confequentlv  Swift  alone 
could  have  written  from  the  heart.  The 
gentleman  has  been  careful  to  alTure  us, 
with  becoming  modefty,  that  himfelf  and 
his  friend  alfo  “ l’peak  from  the  heait,” 
and  “ will  never  be  in  danger  of  fpealc- 
44  wrong.”  They  will  be  equally  It- 
cure  from  the  afiV&alion  of  Pope,  and 
and  the  " flowing  Ciceronean  manner” 
of  his  celebrated  philolopher  and  friend. 

They  are  of  Courle  fuperior  to  the  poet 
and  the  ftatefman,  but  modeftly  claim  an 
equality  with  the  Dean,  the  Dean  who 
44  forms  an  era  in  the  annals  of  elegant 
“ coinpofition.”  We  lay  modestly , for 
it  is  obvious  to  the  molt  fuptrficial  ob- 
ferver,  that  the  author  of  the  “ Legal 
44  Characters,”  has  added  a graceful  im 
provement  to  the  “ ftyle  and  manner”  of 
the  author  of  Gulliver’s  Travels,  and  af- 
ter a clofc  and  attentive  examination  of 
Swift’s  epi flics,  we  are  obliged  to  aban-

whereas,  though  a number  of  languages 
weie  at  that  time  lpoken  at  Babel,  yeti 
ach  individual  Babylon. an  underllood 
but  one,  in  like  manner,  though  our  au- 
thor’s cpillles  (peak  three  diilvrent  lan- 
guages, yet,  Orange  to  tell!  the  learned 
author  himfelf,  “ if  we  are  rightly  in- 
“ formed”  is  familiar  with  but  one. 
O wonderful  exuberance  of  fertile  inven- 
tion ! worthy  to  be  tranfmitted  by  tht 
great  Cervantes  himfelf,  like  Saticho’.

Fir  crolled  the  defart 
ot  Arabia  on  a dromedary,  entered  the 
tent  ot  Abdul  Wechab  while  he  was  at 
prayers,  and  plunged  a daggar  into  bis 
bread,  crying,  “ Let  this  avenge  the 
tomb  of  Ali  for  thy  profanations."  The 
brother  ot  Abdul  Wechab,  hearing  a 
node,  ran  into  the  tent,  where  he  found 
his  brother  bathed  in  his  blood,  and  the 
alfaffin,  who  had  fquatted  himfelf 
down,  faying  bis  prayers,  and  calmly 
awaiting  death.  He  attacked  him,  but 
Ibadgi  Ofman,  who  was  the  llrongeft  of 
the  two,  got  up  & killed  his  alTaila.it  with 
the  fame  dagger  which  was  Hill  Rained 
with  the  blood  of  his  brother.
